LADIES  &  GENTLEMEN, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December  1951,  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51  dated  10th  December  1951. 

The  vital  statistics  contained  in  the  report 
continue  to  compare  favourably  with  the  figures  for  the 
country  as  a  whole.  This  is  only  to  be  expected  in  a  rural 
area.  The  fruits  of  medical  research  are  at.  the  disposal  of 
the  whole  community  and  must  be  used  not  only  to  lower  a 
mortality  or  .oath  rate  but  also  the  morbidity  i.e.  sickness 
rate.  Any  departure  from  good  health  is  to  bo  viewed  with 
concern  and  illness  must  not  be  regarded  as  inevitable.  It 
follows  that  once  the  recognised  sanitary  services,  viz. 
wholesome  water  supplies,  sewage  and  refuse  disposal,  control 
of  milk  and  other  food  stuffs,  are  working  properly  more 
attention  must  be  paid  to  the  individual  environment  both  in 
the  home  and  at  the  place  of  work. 

■  One  notes  with  pleasure  that  the  prevision  of  a 
piped  supply  of  wholesome  water  to  every  dwelling  in  the 
district  is  a  natter  of  urgency. to  the  local  authority.  Later 
in  the  report  it  can  bo  seen  that  further  progress  has  been 
made . 

Sewage  disposal  is  becoming  a  major  problem  in 
proportion  to  the  extension  of  piped  supplies.  Conditions  are 
aggravated  by  the  rural  householder  making  use  of  the  amenities 
which  ore  possible  when  a  plentiful  supply  of  water  is 

(U 


available  inside  the  dwelling.  The  system*  hallowed  by 
use  over  many  years*  of  discharging  waste  water  into  the 
nearest  ditch*  gives  rise  to  nuisance.  Irrigation  over 
land  is  not  the  solution  in  these  parts  owing  to . the 
universal  presence  of  greensand.  It  has  been  tried  but 
within  a  short  space  of  tine  ponding  begins  to  occur  owing 
to  too  slow  filtration.  The  septic  tanks  permitted  to^ 
be  made  in  the  post-liar  years  were  too  small  to  allow  of 
an  adequate  period  of  retention  before  the  contents 
discharged.  Your  Architect  informs  me  that  Regulations 
now  permit  of  an  increase  in  the  size  of  septic  tanks 
and  he  has  taken  advantage  if  this.  The  outcome  will  be 


observed  with  interest. 

The  two  refuse  tips  represent  legacies  from  the 

War  years  when  indiscriminate  dumping  began.  It. is  hoped 
that  your  Surveyor  will  be  able  gradually  to  improve 
the  tips  and  finally  introduce  a  system  of  controlled 
tipping.  Probably  controlled  tipping  would  be  possible 
at  present  if  supplies  of  soil*  road  sweepings*  materia  s 
excavated  by  road  improvements  and  alterations*  or 
builders  spoil  were  available.  Very  little  of  such 

material  can  be  obtained. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  worked  hard  to 

implement  the  Statutory  Instruments  recently  introduced 
with  a  view  to  the  provision  of  clean  food  and  safe  mlh. 
Standards  aro  now  much  higher  in  this  rural  distrie  . 

Local  Medical  Practitioners  have  co-operated  whole¬ 
heartedly  in  such  measures  as  Inmum.zatj.on  and  Vaccination 
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valuable ,  indeed  indispensable ,  assistance  has  been  given  by 
he  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  attached  to  the 
alisbury  Royal  Infirmary.  To  these,  I  tender  thanks  and 
express  appreciation  of  their  services.

complacency.  To  keep  the  disease  at  bay  it  is  necessary  that  - 
least  75 k  of  the  child  papulation  should  be  immunized  and  to  I 

date  this  figure  is  not  being  attained.  It  may  be  that  the  I 

absence  of  the.  disease  from  the  district  for  such  a  long  period 
has  lod  to  a  false  feeling  of  security,  but  it  is  not  my 
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s  .  children  should  be  attacked  by  the  disease  before 
mothers  will  take  advantage  of  immunization.  Undoubtedly  the 
scare  headlines  in  the  press  with  regard  to  the  connection 
between  immunization  and  infantile  paralysis  have  done  much  harm 
li.  making  parents  suspicious  of  immunization.  The  chances  of 

contracting  infantile  paralysis  are  negligible,  whereas  the 

canger  of  diphtheria  is  a  very  real  one. 

VACCINATION: 

The  local  practitioners  continue  to  co¬ 
operate  wnole-heartedly  in  ensuiing  that  all  children  are 
vaccinated  in  infancy.  Again  I  extend  my  thanks  to  them  for  the 
mo£ic!eful  propaganda  and  aid  which  they  are  giving  to  the

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WATER  SUPPLIES: 

Further  progress  has  been  made  on  the  water 
supplies  of  the  district.  Since  the  North-East  Regional 
Scheme  has  been  completed  the  South  West  Regional  Scheme  has 
proceeded  a  further  stage  and  the  village  cf  Codford  has  now- 
been  provided  with  a  main  supply.  With  the  completion  of  this 
village ?  thirteen  Parishes  how  have  a  supply  of  water  direct 
from  the  Council1 s  mains.  This  leaves  only  two  Parishes  w 
without  a  completely  piped  supply.  Further  consideration  has 
been  given  to  completing  the  South  West  Regional  Scheme  and/ 
in  addition,  to  provide  Corsley  and  Horningsham  Parishes  with 
water  from  the  Council's  mains.  The  greater  part  of  these 
Parishes  are  at  present  supplied  by  the  Longleat  Estate  and 
recent  reports  have  shown  that  the  quality  of  the  water  is 
not  all  that  could  be  desired.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Analyst’s  reports 
upon  samples  taken  from  the  Council’s  main  are.  most 
satisfactory.  Water  from  shallow  wells  and  other  private 
supplies  in  the  area  has  not  been  entirely  satisfactory,  but 
with  regard  to  the  supply  at  Edington  Council  Houses,  these 
houses  will  be  connected  to  the  Council’s  main  supply  in  the 
near  future  and  the  well  will  bo  closed.  The  same  applies  to 
West  Ashton  Council  Houses, and  the  standpipe  at  East  Coulston.

SEWERAGE . 

Arrangements  for  drainage  and  sewage  disposal 
have  altered  very  little  since  the  last  Annual  Report  was 
prepared.  As  previously  reported,  the  Council  are  responsib¬ 
le  for  sewage  disposal  works  on  the  Council’s  Housing 
Estates,  which  number  fifty- two,  spread  over  the  various 
Parishes . 

One  additional  sewage  disposal  works  has  been 
added  during  the  year,  namely  that  provided  for  the  new 
Council  Houses  at  West  Ashton. 

The  work  of  cleansing  and  sewer  ditching  is 
carried  out  as  before  by  three  men.  The  Parishes  which  aro 
in  urgent  need  of  a  sewage  disposal  works  are  North  Bradley, 
Southwick  and  Dilton  Harsh.  The  Council  have  agreed  to 
enlarge  the  present  plant  at  Dilton  Harsh  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  put  in  hand  in  the  near  future.  A 
considerable- amount  of  trouble  has  been  experienced  at  North 
Bradley  and  the  Council  are  still  considering  the  question 
of  sewering  this  Parish  in  the  near  future.

Seven  licences  were  allocated  for  the  erection 
of  Private  Enterprise  dwellings,  five  of  which  were  completed 
during  the  year.  One  of  the  licences  issued  was  cancelled 
and  has  been  re-allocated .  The  remaining  dwelling  is  nearing 
completion. 

The  Council  still  have  a  large  number  of 
applications  for  Council  Houses  and  private  Enterprise 
Licences. 

Licences  for  the  improvement  and  repair  of 
thirty-seven  dwellings,  and  forty-five  for  dairy  farms  and 
other  buildings,  have  been  issued  during  the  year.

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RODENT  DESTRUCTION. 


The  arrangements  for  rodent  destruction  were 
carried  out  as  previously,  until  April  1951,  i.o.  the 
operator  was  shared  between  the  two  adjoining  Urban  Districts 
and.  this  Council.  Owing  to  different  arrangements  made  by 
the  Urban  District  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  the  Council  decided  to  employ  a  full-time 
operator  for  the  Rural  oistrict.  This  cane  into  operation 
in  April  of  this  year.  The  operator  received  training 
with  Trowbridge  Urban  District  Council's  Rodent  Officer  and 
since  has  carried  out  his  duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Several  conferences  arranged  by  the  Ministry, 
have  Ducn  atuendod,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  a  Survey  of 
Farms  was  necessary  by  each  Authority  and  instructions  were 
given  as  to  the  procedure  to  bo  taken.  The  C  uncil's  Rodent 
Operator  commenced  immediately  after  this  on  a  Survey  of 
Farms.

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CONTROL  OF  OTHER  VERMIN  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES . 

Several  cases  of  flea,  fly,  wasp  and  cock¬ 
roach  infestations  wore  reported.  The  usual  insecticides, 
D.D.T.  compounds  and  Cynag  were  used  with  satisfactory 
results.  ;

Thoro  arc  tv/o  licensed  canping  sites  in  the 
district  and  ten  licences  were  issued  to  individual  persons 
to  station  and  use  novoable  dwellings. 

This  is  on  increase  of  one  canping  site,  and 
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two  licences  to  station  and  -use  noveable  dwellings ,  over 
last  year. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

There  are  five  licensed  Slaughtermen  in  the 
district ,  but  there  are  no  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouses, 
in  use  in  the  district.  There  is  one  private  Slaughter- 
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house  which  is  used  for  emergency  cases  and  pigs. 

ICE-CREAM . 

There  has  been  a  further  increase  during  the 
present  year  of  seven  premises  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice -creamy  no  ice-cream  producing  plants  exist. 

This  makes  the  total  number  of  premises  registered  now  thirty- 
five.  Regular  inspections  of  these  premises  have  been 
carried  out  with  regard  to  the  conditions  of  the  mode  of 
storage  and  distribution.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary 
to  take  any  action. 

FOOD  PREMISES.  I 

Food  shops,  including  cafes,  in  the  district 
total  seventy-seven.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been 
found  to  be  fairly  good.  One  shop  which  was  not  altogether  , 
satisfactory  has  now  been  closed  down.  The  standard  in 
several  cases  has  been  brought  to  a  higher  level  during  l°rl..« 

SALVAGE  AND  REFUSE. 

The  new  scheme  for  the  collection  of  refuse 
and  salvage  fortnightly  from  all  parishes  was  put  into 
operation  on  the  1st  April.  All  collected  materials  are  I 
tipped  at  Penleigh  and  Heytesbury.  Controlled  tipping  is  i 
carried  out  to  a  certain  degree  at  Heytesbury  where  tho 
Tip  is  shared  with  the  War  Department.  With  tho  tip  at 
Penleigh,  however,  we  are  not  so  fortunato,  and  owing  to  tho  i 
snail  staff  onployod  it  is  impossible  to  control  tho  tipping 
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satisfactorily.  It  is  also  unfortunate  now  that  the  face 
of  the  tip  is  large,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  now  nidway 
across  the  old  quarry.  It  is,  therefore,  at  its  greatest 
width  and  height.  The  Council  have  authorised  the  purchase 
of  covering  material  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  tip. 
Very  little  salvage  materials  are  sold  at  the  present  tine 
as  only  certain  materials  are  now  saleable. 

FACTORIES  ACT .
